
 
Bidirectional Data Exchange Definition 

 
Bidirectional Data Exchange between AHCCCS Targeted Investment (TI) Program Participants and 
Health Current, is defined as a TI Participant sending patient health information to Health Current and 
the TI Participant receiving patient health information from Health Current.  Bidirectional data exchange 
is considered complete when both of these components have been operationalized by the TI Participant 
utilizing any combination of the following standards and services: 
 

1) Standards 
 

a. HL7 v2 – can be used to send and/or receive patient information 
b. HL7 v3 - can be used to send and/or receive patient information 
c. C-CDA - can be used to send and/or receive patient information  
d. Query-Response - can be used to receive patient information 

 
2) Services 

 
a. Provider Portal - can be used to receive patient information 
b. Alerts & Notifications - can be used to receive patient information
